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CSU system plugs into 
eco-friendly vehicles 


The Chancellor’s 
Office hosted an 
event for National 
Plug-In Day Saturday.

Dozens lined up to test-drive zero- 
and low-emission vehicles in the park- 
ing lot at the Cal State University 
Chancellor’s Office Saturday for the 
third annual National Plug-In Day. 

This year’s event, which took place 
in 98 cities nationwide, showcased 
alternative eco-friendly methods of 
transportation, according to Paul 
Scott, co-founder of Plug-In America. 

“We want to popularize the notion 
that electric vehicles are here now,” 
Scott said. “They are viable. Thou- 
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sands of Americans are using them on 
a daily basis and love them ... They are 
no longer experimental cars.” 

Attendees were allowed to test-drive 
multiple types of electric vehicles, such 
as the Nissan Leaf, the Chevy Volt and 
the Fiat 500e. 

Glendale resident Omo Velev said 
he heard about the event on iTunes, and 
as an owner of an electric BMW, he de- 
cided to make a trip to Long Beach on 
Saturday. 

“People have to have an open mind,” 
Velev said. “It’s hard to know what to 
expect. It’s not like gas if you run out of 
range. You can’t fill it up in five minutes 
and go, but it’s a different experience ...

49er Shops goes green by 
composting leftover food

49er Shops has diverted 30 tons of 
food waste from landfills to a compost- 
ing facility throughout the past year in 
an effort to reduce its carbon footprint. 


The idea to compost leftover food 
came from 49er Shops’ “green team,” 
who realized that their biggest chal- 
lenge was dealing with the difficult 
aspects of being in the food industry, 
according to 49er Shops Communica- 
tions Supervisor Marianne Russo.

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Chancellor White talks 
enrollment, CSU budget

Cal State University Chancellor 
Timothy P. White discussed plans to 
increase enrollment opportunities, 
student success through technology 


and the status of the CSU’s budget in 
a press conference for student media 
Friday. 

White emphasized the importance 
of the additional $250 million the CSU 
Board of Trustees requested from the 
State during last week’s Board meet- 
ing. He said $250 million, which the 
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As a result, 49er Shops conducted 
a study in the residential dining halls 
and found that more than 200 pounds 
of food were wasted during a normal 
lunch period. This leads to nearly nine 
tons of solid waste over the course of 
one semester, according to the 49er 
shops website. 

“By diverting our waste through 
composting instead of just sending it to 
a landfill, we effectively reduce green- 
house gas emissions as well as our carbon 
footprint as an organization,” Russo said. 

According to the Environmental 
Protection Agency, an estimated 2.67 
metric tons of carbon dioxide can be 
eliminated for every single ton of waste 
diverted from a landfill to a compost- 
ing facility. About 2.67 metric tons of 
carbon dioxide is equivalent to burning 
roughly 300 gallons of gasoline. 

Although 49er Shops decided to 
compost its leftover food, Russo said, 


they aren’t the ones who actually com- 
post the food. Instead, she said Asso- 
ciated Students Inc. Recycling Coor- 
dinator Lee Johnson put 49er Shops in 
touch with Athens Services, a company 
that specializes in providing waste col- 
lection and recycling services in South- 
ern California for more than 50 years. 

Russo said composting food isn’t 
the only effort made by Cal State Long 
Beach to be environmentally friendly. 

Johnson said there are also approxi- 
mately 400 trash containers and 174 
pyramid-topped can and bottle recy- 
cling containers on campus. 

According to Russo, 49er Shops 
also helped in upgrading many vend- 
ing machines on campus to become 
Energy Star efficient, an international 
standard for energy efficient consumer 
products. 

They also placed hydration stations 
in the University Dining Plaza and are 
currently working with Southern Cali- 
fornia Edison on a lighting program to 
replace existing lights with more effi- 
cient models, she said.

It hardly makes any noise. It’s almost 
serene.” 

For this year’s event, Google Inc. 
donated three 240-volt electric vehi- 
cle-charging stations that have been 
installed in the south parking lot of 
the Chancellor’s Office, according 
to Adopt a Charger Executive Direc- 
tor Kitty Adams. Adopt a Charger is 
a non-profit organization that solicits 


sponsorship to install electric chargers 
in public places, such as national and 
state parks, museums and universities. 

CSU Chancellor Timothy P. White 
said he is pleased the 23-campus system 
has become associated with such tech- 
nology. 

“It’s a perfect juxtaposition,” White 
said. “We just put in these three new 
charging stations here. Each of the 
[CSU] campuses are putting some in 
as well. There are already some [at Cal 
State Long Beach] that are solar pow- 
ered. They are important for the employ- 


ees-and students but also the community 
at large.” 

Adams said the charging stations are 
being installed and powered with free 
electricity by Smart USA and that they 
will be free for public use for the next 
three years. 

According to Scott, the event was a 
collaborative effort by Plug-In America, 
the Sierra Club, the Electric Auto As- 
sociation and Adopt a Charger. Adams 
said individual owners, not dealers, pro- 
vided most of the vehicles at the event. 

While electric cars were the event’s 


focus, some other unconventional 
modes of transportation were also 
showcased. 

An attendee at the event, Don 
Smith, recently bought a Solar Electric 
Scooter that he zoomed on through the 
parking lot, allowing people to take it 
for a ride. 

Smith said his scooter can travel up 
to 20 miles per hour on a full charge. 
He said the scooter cannot replace his 
car, but it is a fun way for him to run 
errands close to home. 

At the event, White took a spin on an 


electric bicycle from Pedego and said 
he was eager to test-drive a Tesla later 
on in the day. 

Long Beach Vice Mayor Robert Gar- 
cia, who was also at the event, said he 
hopes to eventually provide more op- 
tions for people with electric or hybrid 
vehicles throughout the city. 

“We are going to try to put more 
plug-in stations ... and we are go- 
ing to continue to encourage plug-in 
and electric stations so that wher- 
ever people go, they can have ac- 
cess to this service,’ Garcia said. 
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Peer nutrition counseling program to return to campus Monday 


The program has 
added seven more 
counselors this year.

The peer nutrition counseling program 
on campus has added more counselors 
to the Student Recreation and Wellness 
* Center and LifeFit Center this semester as 
a result of its popularity with students. 
Twenty-two counselors, seven 
more than last year, will be available 
in the Beach Balance office inside the 
SRWC beginning today. The remain- 
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CSU would receive for next year’s bud- 
get, would go toward improving the 
system for students, especially with 
regards to enrollment needs. 

“We had over 22,000 qualified stu- 
dents last year that we had no room 
for,’ White said. “It makes me frustrat- 
ed. Part of that $250 million we asked 
for will help with that.” 

When asked why so many qualified 
students were denied admission to the 
system, White said their acceptance 
wouldn’t have been fair to those applying 
students or currently enrolled students. 

“Tf we admit a student knowing that 
we can’t provide that student classes, 
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ing 20 counselors will be spread out 
between the Health Resource Center at 
Student Health Services and the LifeFit 
Center inside the Kinesiology building, 
according to Heidi Burkey, Health 
Resource Center coordinator. 

The additional counselors in the 
program will result in an increase of 
nutrition assessment hours to more 
than 40 hours per week. 

Some students, like senior hospitality 
major and Beach Balance employee Jason 
Pham, said they think the program has 


- been useful in expanding their aware- 


ness in food choices and debunking food 
myths. 

“As much as I know about nutrition, 
I could be dead wrong,” Pham said. 
“For an hour of your life, you can see 
how well you are treating your body.” 


The program, which began in the 
Health Resource Center in 1988, 
provides free one-hour nutrition coun- 
seling by senior and graduate level 
CSULB students from the nutrition 
and dietetics program, according to 
nutrition and dietetics professor and 
graduate counselor Jacqueline Lee. 

Lee said that the program has also 
been available in the Beach Balance 
office for the past three years and the 
LifeFit Center for the past year. 

This semester, the program will also 
be available to faculty, staff and alumni 
who are members of the SRWC, accord- 
ing to Sean Del Rossi, associate director 
of the SRWC. In addition, counseling 
will now be offered on the weekends. 

Burkey said there are no limits as to 
how often students can attend counsel-

it’s wrong. We don’t mislead people,” 
White said. “We have a cap enrollment 
so that students enrolled have a chance 


to get the classes they need.” 
White also addressed the need to im- 
prove student success through technol- 


ing sessions but that generally a student 
attends about two sessions. She said that 
each counselor is equipped to help stu- 
dents develop a healthy eating plan that 
fits specific health needs and lifestyles. 

Del Rossi said that counselors benefit 
from the program as much as students do. 

“This type of experience allows 
them to gain this valuable experience 
to prepare them for being registered 
dietitians,” he said. 

Generally, a student attends about two 
sessions but can work with a counselor 
throughout the semester, Burkey said. 

Lee said that students ranging from 
athletes to expectant mothers can all 
benefit from the program. 

“Almost everyone can benefit from 
nutrition counseling, from those who 
are aware of healthy choices ... to oth- 


ers who are diagnosed with a nutrition- 
related condition,” Lee said. 

Students can visit any of the locations 
to complete a confidential form includ- 
ing background information and goals. 

During the first appointment, the 
counselor will conduct a nutrition 
assessment, and a 24-hour food recall 
may also be included to assess student’s 
food and beverage consumption. From 
there, goals will be set for the student 
and a follow-up session may also be 
scheduled, according to Burkey. 

“Often college students don’t think 
about nutrition,” Burkey said. “This pro- 
gram might be helpful for them to learn 
earlier in life about how to eat healthier 
in order to feel better on a daily basis.” 

The counseling services will be 
available on campus Monday. 


ogy throughout the system. He said Cal 
State Long Beach is one of the 19 to 20 
campuses in the 23-campus system try- 
ing new technology-based initiatives. 
“If what [CSULB] is doing is working, 
why not try it?” White said. “We want to 
create a better learning environment.” 
The chancellor also discussed a plan 
recently revealed by President Barack 
Obama, which would tie future federal 
financial aid for universities to their per- 
formance and four-year graduation rates. 
Under the plan, colleges would be rated 
based on their average student debt, gradu- 
ation rates, the percentage of lower-income 
students who attend and post-graduation 
income, according to whitehouse.gov. 
White, however, said this perfor- 
mance-based system would not be a 
problem for the CSU.

“The CSU has a low-cost, high edu- 
cation program,” White said. “That’s 
what they’re looking for ... With gradu- 
ation statistics, we are less focused on 
rate but number of degrees given. We 
are focused on one word: completion. 
We’re just not emphasizing enrollment 
but finishing the process as well.” 

White said although $250 million 
was requested for next year’s budget, 
the State will probably award a lower 
amount, and the Board will decide what 
to do with the funding after receiving 
feedback from stakeholders, including 
students and faculty. 

“The education price hasn’t changed. 
Who’s paying it has,’ White said. “As the 
State has paid less and less, students have 
been paying more and more. Our job is to 
be persuasive in Sacramento.” 
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‘Eraser’ bill gives California teens a second chance 


With the click of a button, a Cali- 
fornia teenager’s regrettable social 
media posts can now be deleted. 

Last week, Gov. Jerry Brown 
signed into law a bill that will 
allow California teens under 18 
years old to delete any of their 
past posts from social media web- 
sites, according to Reuters.

Russian President Putin should be given credit for weapons deal 


It’s finally over. Well, it isn’t really. 

Late Friday night, the five members of the 
United Nations Security Council approved 
a resolution that allowed for the complete 
chemical de-armament of Syria, according to 
the Los Angeles Times. , 

Beginning next week, international officials 
will travel to Syria and visit the country’s chemi- 
cal weapons stockpiles. The complete chemical 
de-armament of Syria should be completed some- 
timé next year, according to the LA Times. 

‘The move, seen by many as a diplomatic 
victory, has stirred debate about who should be 
given credit for brokering the weapons deal. 

“Without any shadow of a doubt, Russian Presi- 
dent Vladimir Putin should be given most, if not 
all, of the credit. 

Putin’s desire for peace helped avoid what 
could have easily been an international conflict. 

+Earlier this month, President Barack Obama 
Ghose to consult Congress before authoriz- 
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ing a military strike on Syria for its chemical 
weapons use. 

His military plan was both vague and unpopular, 
leaving many in Congress to express disapproval. 

“War should occur only when America is at- 
tacked, when it is threatened or when American in- 
terests are-attacked or threatened,” Sen. Rand Paul 
(R=Ken.) told TIME magazine. 
“T don’t think the situation in 
Syria passes that test.” 

After Congress debated 
the use of force in Syria, : 
Putin stepped out and offered what many thought 
was a too-good-to-be-true solution to the Syrian 
conflict. 

According to the BBC, Putin proposed a plan 
in early September that allowed Syria to give up 
its chemical weapons arsenal. 

Following-Putin’s move, Obama delayed the 
Congressional debate on Syria in hopes of achiev- 
ing a diplomatic solution. 
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In addition to proposing a sound de-armament 
plan, Putin wrote a glowing editorial in the New York 
Times called, “A Plea for Caution from Russia.” 

In it, Putin wrote that “it is extremely danger- 
ous to encourage people [Americans] to see 
themselves as exceptional, whatever the motiva- 
tion. We are all different ... we must not forget 
that God created us equal.” 

Putin later said in his 
editorial that the use of force 
should be avoided in Syria. 

He was right. 

Friday’s diplomatic solution proved that Pu- 
tin is deserving of credit for saving Syria from 
an international conflict. 

Obama, in his latest political setback, proved 
that he is both inadequate and unpredictable when 
it comes to resolving global affairs. 

In one fell swoop, Putin showed that the pen 
is mightier than the sword. Instead of waver- 
ing like his American counterpart, Putin stood 
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firm to his belief of peace and saw it through, 
whatever the cost. 

Regardless of this weapons breakthrough, however, 
the Syrian civil war will likely continue to worsen. 

Forcing Syrian President Bashar al-Assad 
to give up his chemical weapons may reduce 
the inhumanity of certain killings, though the 
act of killing one’s figurative brother will go 
on and on. 

The grievances between Assad and the rebels 
have not yet been resolved. A true and lasting 
peace is needed for the country. 

The world should breath a sigh of relief, though. 
After all, a military strike was avoided, and one 
of the most politically embroiled presidents in the 
world, Assad, has been forced to give up his chemi- 
cal weapons cache. 

After all, Mother Russia is deserving of more 
recognition than Uncle Sam.

‘Niners to play San Diego following dramatic win 


Long Beach State will 
end nonconference play 
this week after beating 
San Francisco 1-0.

The Long Beach State women’s soc- 
cer team will travel to San Diego on 
Monday looking to follow up Thurs- 
day’s late-game 1-0 win over San Fran- 
cisco with one last dramatic finish in its 
final non-conference game this season. 

The 49ers (6-3-0) will embark on a 
three-game road trip this week begin- 
ning with Monday’s non-conference 
schedule-concluding game against USD 
(6-4-0). The ‘Niners will head to Cal 
Poly on Friday and UC Santa Barbara on 
Sunday to begin conference play. 

The Toreros are 3-3 in their past six 
games while the 49ers have won three 
games straight and six of their last seven. 
Thursday’s win over USF was the ‘Nin- 
ers’ fourth consecutive win at home. 

A scoreless stalemate between 
LBSU and USF finished with another 
late-game winning goal for the 49ers at 
George Allen Field on Thursday night. 

The ‘Niners and Dons (5-3-2) battled 
for the game’s first goal all the way up 
until the 86th minute, when LBSU fresh- 
man Celeste Dominguez scored her first 
career goal and ultimately secured the 
team’s second consecutive 1-0 shutout. 

LBSU beat Brigham Young 1-0 on 
Saturday with a goal 13 minutes into 
the first half, spending nearly the entire 
game defending its lead. On Thursday, 
however, the ‘Niners spent all but four 
minutes of the game chasing their only 
goal against USF.

“T think we were rewarded for going 
after the game for so long,” head coach 
Mauricio Ingrassia said. “I’m just really 
happy about how we were really press- 
ing [in the second half].” 

Ingrassia said he thought defender 
Natalie Zeeni coming off the bench in 
the second half was what ignited the 
team to apply increased pressure on 
USF’s offense, which led to more op- 
portunities for LBSU to score. 

“T really liked the way that Zeeni 
came in and really gave us a spark in the 
second half,’ Ingrassia said. “I think 


she really carried the team forward.” 

Goalkeeper Kaci McCain remained 
untouchable against the Dons, record- 
ing her third shutout this season. Mc- 
Cain has allowed only two goals in her 
last five starts. 

While the 49ers’ defense has helped 
notch back-to-back shutouts in the team’s 
last two games, its opponents have lim- 
ited the ‘Niners to only a goal in each of 
those games. Ingrassia said he’s happy to 
see the team winning but would also like 
to see the offense make more happen. 

“We've got to keep getting better,” 


Ingrassia said. “We’ve got to start put- 
ting up more chances.” 

Monday will be the fourth meet- 
ing between the ‘Niners and Toreros 
over the past three years. The ‘Niners 
dropped the first nine decisions in the 
all-time series before winning the last 
three, including a match in the sweet 16 
of the 2011 NCAA tournament. 

The Toreros are led by Long Beach 
native Emily Dillon, who has scored 
five goals on 27 shots so far this year. 

LBSU and San Diego will square off 
at 7 p.m. on Monday at Torero Stadium. 


Long Beach State beats Princeton in home opener 


The 49ers take down 
No. 11 Princeton 11-7 
at the Campus Pool.

Despite a close first three quarters of 
play, the Long Beach State men’s water 
polo team was able to earn an 11-7 win 
over No. 11 Princeton in its first home 
game of the season Friday night. 

The 49ers (10-3) started off in a hole, 
as an outside shot from Princeton rock- 
eted past goalkeeper Pavo Ljepopio 
two minutes into the game and gave the 
Tigers a 1-0 advantage. 

“I think we were a little tight and 
played pretty cautious,” head coach 
Gavin Arroyo said. 

The outside shooting of Princeton 
boded well against the 49ers’ zone de- 
fense early on, as accurate shots were 
able to fuel the Tigers’ momentum. 

“They were able to hit and if they 
miss those then it works,” Arroyo said. 
“T think we were a little late to move a 
couple of times.” 

LBSU was able to get even with 
Princeton at the 3:29 mark of the first 
quarter after junior Milos Vrzic’s cross 
pass set up sophomore Dimitrios Lap- 
pas for an easy put-away goal. 

With the score tied, Princeton’s 
Drew Hoffenberg earned a kick out and 
received a right-back pass for one of his 
two goals. 


With the score 2-1 in favor of

Princeton, LBSU went to work in 
the final minutes of the first quarter. 
They were able to go into the second 
quarter with a 3-2 edge by way of a 
5-meter penalty shot converted by 
sophomore Zacchary Kappos and a 
self-manufactured 7-meter shot from 
sophomore Conner Reilly. 

In the second quarter, LBSU was able 
to shut out Princeton with two key saves 
from Ljepopio and solid help-defense. 

In the final minutes of the first half, 
junior Devin Mefford and sophomore 
Nolan McConnell were able to fire up 
the crowd with an exciting finish on a 
counter attack. 

After sealing off position at two meters, 
Mefford was fed the ball from McConnell. 


Mefford then produced a crowd-pleasing — 


cross-cage backhand shot. 


“I tried to go for the inside turn and 
didn’t get it, so I went for the back- 
hand,” Mefford said. 

Mefford’s shot gave LBSU a 4-2 lead 
going into halftime and a much-needed 
boost of momentum. = 

“Tt was textbook of what we usu- 
ally do besides the backhand,” Mefford 
said. “My coach would usually yell at 
me if I did that in practice.” 

Even with a strong end to the second 
half, the spurt wasn’t enough to stop 
Princeton from battling back early in an 
action-packed third quarter. The Tigers 
jumped out with two quick goals and 
had the game knotted at four with three 
minutes left in the quarter. 

Mefford was then able to utilize an- 
other backhand shot that soared over 
the Princeton goalkeeper’s head and 


gave LBSU a 5-4 lead. This ignited a 
run that saw senior Carter Taylor earn- 
ing back-to-back goals. 

“It felt good to get the crowd riled 
up, and then Carter [Taylor] started 
surging,” Mefford said. 

The 49ers’ defense started to come 
alive as. well. Princeton’s outside shots 
were contested, which led to turnovers. 
The 49ers ultimately reached an 8-4 
advantage after a Vrzic six-on-five goal 
with 54 seconds left. 

Then, Princeton was able to convert 
at the buzzer on a six-on-five series of 
its own, narrowing the deficit 5-8. The 
goal by the Tigers put a damper on 
an otherwise stellar defensive perfor- 
mance by the ‘Niners in the final three 
minutes of the third quarter. 

The fourth quarter saw Princeton 
getting the first goal of the period mak- 
ing it 8-6 in favor of the ‘Niners. 

LBSU then utilized quick and pre- 
cise ball movement on the perimeter 
that fed to a McConnell outside shot 
and goal, lifting the 49ers to a 9-6 ad- 
vantage. 

“With my teammates setting me up 
really well, it makes it easy,” McCon- 
nell said. 

LBSU then showed ferocity on de- 
fense with Lappas earning back-to- 
back blocked shots down the stretch 
that helped solidify an 11-7 win for the 
‘Niners. 

The 49ers’ win over the previously 
undefeated Tigers will no doubt be a 
turn in the right direction for the team 
as they head to Whittier for the Clare- 
mont Convergence tournament. They 
will start the tournament with a game 
against Chapman on Friday at 3 p.m.

LBSU defeats UCSB 
before getting swept 
by Cal Poly.

The Long Beach State women’s 
volleyball team opened Big West 
Conference play with a comeback 
victory at UC Santa Barbara on Fri- 
day but couldn’t keep the momen- 
tum going in a three-set loss to Cal 
Poly on Saturday. 

The 49ers (8-6, 1-1 Big West) 
started the weekend by losing two of 
three close sets at UCSB. They were 
able to come back with a strong win 
in the fourth set, though, to send the 
match to a fifth and final set. 

LBSU battled the Gauchos (6-8, 
1-1 Big West) point for point until 
an Alex Reid kill put the “Niners up 
10-9. The Beach expanded the lead 
to two and ultimately won the set to 
finish with a 22-25, 25-22, 23-25, 
25-16 and 15-13 victory. 

Reid led the ‘Niners with 20 
kills, and Delainey Aigner-Swesey 
provided 18 of her own. Aigner- 
Swesey also had 23 digs to earn a 
double-double. 

The 49ers then traveled about 
100 miles north to San Luis Obispo, 
where they met Cal Poly and 2011 
Big West Player of the Year Jennifer 
Keddy. 

LBSU’s defense had a tough time 
against the Mustangs (8-7, 2-0 Big 
West), as Cal Poly hit .338 en route 
to a 25-17, 27-25, 25-23 win over the 
‘Niners. 

The 49ers, who were without 
middle blocker Haleigh Hampton 
and ouside hitter Bre Mackie, were 
the victims of a sweep for just the 
second time this year. They were 
also swept by Kentucky at the 
season-opening LBSU Mizuno 
Invitational. 

Next up for the 49ers is a big 
home match against Hawaii. The 
Rainbow Wahine are the defending 
Big West champions and are cur- 
rently ranked sixth in the nation.
